Croucheret al. discloses a resistive hot-surface igniter which can be used with stoves wilh a relatively low voltage. Thus it would 
notbave involved inventive step to provide the burner of Frasnetti et al. with type of Igniter disclosed by Croucher et al. for the 
Doroose of producing a flame with a relatively low voltage.
